Three indictments holding four per- 
sons for trial were issued out of Su- 
perior Court Friday evening when a 
day-long special session of the county 
grand jury adjourned, to reconvene at 
the call of the court. 


A third matter, involving Albert 
Bigelow on suspicion of violating sec- | 
tion 277 of the Agricultural Code re- | 
lating to the branding of cattle, was 
continued for further sare aa 
since witnesses required by the Grand ! 
Jury were unable to attend the Friday ' 
meeting. | 

True bills returned named J. A.' 
Rosenberg and Joseph Murphy, San 
Francisco brokers, on charges of violat- 
ing Section 18 of the state corporate 
securities act; 

Lowell Hall, 38, of Diamond Springs, 
on a charge of incest; 

Trinidad Rizo, 32, of Placerville, on 
charges of lewd and lascivious con- 
duct. 

The charges against Rosenberg and 
Murphy grew out of their alleged ex- 
change of Oklahoma oil stock for 
Trans-America stock with Leo and 
Kathleen Flynn of Georgetown. Both 
defendants exercised their constitu- 
tional right before the grand jury, ac- 
cording to District Attorney Henry S. 
Lyon, and refused to testify on the 
ground that they might incriminate 
themselves. 

The charges against them is that 
they dealt in stock for which they had 
no permit to deal in from the state 
corporation department. 

Hall, charged with incest, a crime 
against a member of his family, like- 
wise refused to testify on the grounds 
he might incriminate himself. 

The grand jury adjourned Friday 
evening, working until beyond six 
o’clock to clear up all the work possible 
at this session without continuing the 
meeting for another day. 

District Attorney Lyon revealed that 
mm the Bigelow investigation, there 
Were discrepancies in the testimony of 
witnesses who were before the jury to 
tell what they knew of the cattle trans- 
action. 

All of the defendants are answerable 
directly to the Superior Court where 
they will, in due time, appear for ar- 
raignment.
